has Mom**/ added 4)hku rtz Kai-shek s 
regime. The communists remain a 
powerful threat to end Chiang s two 
decades of rule; the country is torn 
by strife which threatens to become 
full scale civil war despite the efforts

In Russian Orbit 
As for Manchuria, the grip of the 
communists on the greater part of 
that once richly developed region 
has made a travesty of recognition 
of Chinese sovereignty.
